Senate Passes Bill to Outlaw 
Secondary Boycott in Disputes 

BOISE, MoKh 3 OVi—A bill to outlaw the secondary boycott was passed 33 to 6 without debate today as the 
slate icnale tackled labor legislation— the major obstacle facing the 20th legislature, as It heads tor ad- 
journment Thursday. 

The measure, which goes to the house for action, provides misdemeanor penalties for anyone who attempts 
'to coerce or Inflict damage upon" anyone who Is not a direct parly to a labor dispute. The law specifically 
prohibits the secondary boycolt "by withholding patronage, labor, or other beneficial business Intercourse, 
picketing, refusing to handle, Imlall, use or work on particular materials, equipment or supplies."

The week-long walkout of I.WO 
teachers was ended by the Butlolo 
Teachers tederallon last night when 
lis council of delegales voted to as- 
cepl a promise of Mayor Bernard J. 
I3owd that a pay Increase would t>e 
forthcoming next toll If the sUte 
authorised additional taxea tor Uie 
purpose. 

Oov. Thomas E. Dewey Is sched- 
uled (o submit a special message to 
the legislature this week requesting 
tliat tocallUes be granted authority 
to Impose special taxes, indudUig 
a special ievj for education. 

Dewey will aubmlt another mes- 
sage lo the legislature tonight urg- 
ing adopUon ot a permanent pay 
plon for teachers In the state recom- 
mended by his special committee on 
educaUoQ.

WASHINGTON, March 3 The supreme court today 
granted a govcrninent request that ft rule on constitution- 
ality of tho Lea act, somctimca called the "anti-Pctrilto law," 
but again delayed a rulinft upon the ffovemment's contempt 
case ngninst John L. LcwL-i and tho United Mine Workers. 

The next opinion day of the court Is Monday, March 10. 
The court could hand down its decision then or at any later 
date. 

Expectancy of a decision 
today had been heightened by 
the two-week rccosa preceding 
tho opinion ftcssion. allowing 
time for the preparation of 
rulings. 

The govemmcnl appealed the Lea 
act case to tho high tribunal from 
a decUlon by D. e. DUtrlct Judje 
Waller J. La Buy In Chicago thst 
the act Is unconstitutional. James 
C. Petrillo. president of the Ameri- 
can PederaUon of Musicians (APL), 
had contested the low. 

Appeal Taken Dlrael 
The supreme court was asked 
take the case direct from Judge La 
Buy'fl court, thus by-pauLns the U. 
S. court ot appeals In OWcaao. The 
high court agreed to do so.

congress, prohibits compelling or at- 
tcmpUns to compel broadcasters to 
hire more employes than are needed 
"to perform actual aervlcca."
